The average weekly earnings of fac- 
tory workers in this State decreased 
18:per cent. from last October to Aug. 
1 of this year; according ‘to a state- 
ment fromthe office of Industrial Com- 
missioner Henry D. Sayer. The reduc- 
tion has been mostly in up-State plants. 
The total reduction'in weekly’ earnings 
in up-State plants since last September 
now amounts to $504, or 17 per cenit., 
while the decrease in New York® City 
since the high point of last November 
is\'only $1.77, or 6 per pent. 

In July..the average weekly earning 

as $25.26,-which is $3:67 under the 
October record. This is. a decline of 
45 cents in July’ as compared. with the 
previous month. ‘The drop in July was 
entirely in up-State plants, where the 
average was reduced by 76 cents duriig 
the month. The New York City Ay- 
erage in July shows a gain of 4-cents 
over the’ preceding month. The July 
average weekly earnings for New York 
City and ‘up-State workers were, ré- 
spectively, §27.46 and $23.86.

LITERARY AMBASSADORS. 


It has been said that-a ‘public man who 
is also a man of letters carries a two- 


edged sword. The United States has’ 


seldom conferred high offices at. home 
upon literary men, but has bailt up an 
honorable tradition for recoghising dis- 
tinguished writers by giving them diplo- 
matic posts.

INDUSTRIAL EDUCATION, 


In his report for the Ainéfican Society 


of Mechanical EF Mr, HH. 
Mites criticizes our scheme of 
education for @ Vevenaiiog that has, 
indeed, been oriticised before, but hever 
so convincingly. Hitherto all our efforts 


have centred in high sthool, college and 


professional school, to the ‘neglect of the 
vast. majority of those who, for various 
reasons, are early drafted into the indus- 
trial world as wage earnefs. But, as 
the army mental tests have shown, only 
80 per cent. of our young men have the 
natural ability that ena one’ to go 
through high school, and 
of these have the ability to go through 
college:. In the remaining 70 per cent. 
of. “grammar school ability,” however, 
there are ‘nany who have capacity for 
education along industrial lines—the 
education of actual -practice as distin- 
gtished from book léarning; and ,for 
these we make virtually no provision.

‘There was,’’ he says, “a chemist 
from the United States, a gold mine 
manager, a student from the London 
School of Minés, some well.to do Aus- 
tralians and. ‘others who had made good, 
as well as a, number of women sailing 
to join their families in the. Antipodes. 

‘“So by the time Naples was reached 
we were a free and easy company wit 
capacity to enjoy any good -thing tha 
was to be.found. Into this company and 
atmosphere Caruso entered at Naples, 
and the discovery was made that the 
Italian gentleman was a trained singer 
on his way to Cairo, to carry out a 
musical engagement there. 

“It was my ‘Annie Laurie’ Scot, 
now also deceased, who pressed Caruso 
into seryiog in the deck salon. To this 
day I can picture the Caruso laugh as 
he measured the situation. to which he 
literally had been dragged, and the 
ecene of enthusiasm when he had fin- 
ished-his first song. 

** We recognized at once that he was 
a singer of no mean order and the feel- 
ing was that he would immediately se- 
cure in Cairo the appreciation that lays 
the foundation of a great career. Ca- 
ruso joined in the fun when it was go- 
ing, and I can see him and another 
man yet as they danced in the smoke- 
room for all they’ were worth, to our 
general merriment. 

“At that time I summed up this Ca- 
ruso as a ‘hail fellow, well mét’ sort 
of man, who was an Italian first and 
foremost, @ ‘ good sort’ next, who knew 
how .to enjoy. life, and that his heart 
and soul was in his singing. We had 
Many gratuitous performances before 
we reached Port Said, and at such cloge

@ man of grit and personality. 

‘(Phe masterly manner.in which he 
rendered his songs to us then seemed to 
say, ‘ Well, this is my first English 
audience, and I wil] test their love and 
appreciation of a bit of the real article,’ 
which‘ he produced. ~ Yes, and we had it 
without stint.

-Since thé number regis- 
tered last year was sornewhat in excess 
of 9,000,000, and the. number in use at 
the end of the year undoubtedly rather 
about 2,000,000 cars have been  elim- 
inated. ~ The next question is how: these 
eliminations have been distributed. Now, 
registration can only consist of two 
kinds of cars—new ones made . during 
the year, and old ones carried over from 
the previous year. Since this is true, 
less than that number, it follows that 
the. carryover can always be found by 
subtracting the new cars from the total 
registration. The cars registéfed in 
1920 were more than 9,000,000. °.Since 
about 2,000,000 were new cars made in 
that year, the carryover from 1919 was 
about 7,000,000. But the -registration in 
1919. was about 7,500,000; so that the 
elimination in that year was in the 
neighborhood of 500,000.

How Many Cars” Can Be Used? 

Such figures as these bring to mind 
the question of the limits of the ability 
of the country to purchase and use cars. 
Hstimates regarding this limit of using 
capacity -of the ,country shave varied 
enormousty.. On the one Rand, as al- 
reacy suggested, States, such as South 
Dakota, Iowa, Nebraska, Kansas and 
California, are so well supplied ‘with 
automobiles that the entire population 
could probably go riding simultaneously. 
On the other -hand, it may be argued 
that with only -about 9,000,000 \motor 
vehicles in use, in a. country -of more 
than 105,000,000 people,. great poadible 
markets still exist. 

This last suggestion is, worthy of more 
detailed consideration, and perhops the 
most enlightening way ‘to approach it 
is through studying the composition of 
the population with reference ‘to its 
Probable purchasing power for. automo- 
biles. . Unfortunately the census data 
for. 1920 are not: yet seme | 
of 1910 give us a. fairly rdable_ basis 
for discovering \ the broportions gf the 
whole population found in certain great 
groups.

Ark From Above—Fleet 


Needs Submersibles

N allthe. discussions in cénnection 
if with the recent bombing tests against 
the German ships, attention has been 
given almost exclusively to atgu- 
ments-as to whether or not’the mod- 
ern. battleship is doomed in a contest 
with ‘air -forces.

‘For. use against air attack the de- 
stroyer has two anti-aircraft guns. A’ 
casual inspection will show that these 
guns have a very limited field of fire— 
smokestacks, _ masts, superstructures 
and bridges«interfere with them. The 
destroyer rolls and pitches violently. in 
4 seaway. Under such conditions. the 
gunners ‘cannot’ shoot with accuracy. 
mg airmen do not:fear these:guns! In 
the recent gun attack by destroyers, on: 
a German target the commanding offi- 
cer signatéd that the motion of his ship 
in’ a smooth sea-at'a speed of thirty 
knots made it impossible’ for him.to hit’ 
the tafget! “If .this motion interfered: 
with the-accuracy of his five-inch guns 
it would still more embarrass: his anti- 
aircraft guns. .And yet it is admitted 
lthat ‘high speed*is necessary to escape 
air attack! It is not too much to say, 
therefore, ‘that the structural. weakness 
of. the destroyer’ and its inability to 
successfully fight® the airplane have 
sounded ‘its doom: It is absurd to say 
that thé boniber eannot hit a fast zig- 
gagging. ship. The air man will come 
down so close that he cannot miss. 
may not sink the destroyer, but he will 
at. least put it out of action. Air forces 
will dominate in battle with destroyers. 

If we admit the vulnerability of the de-

It'would ‘appear that the ‘destroyer 
must be converted into a sub: ne—in 
other words, it miist dive to escape the 
air man!

,| teal “weapons carried by the destroyer— 
“| small guns, mines and torpedoes, To be 
sure. a German submarine. was. recently 
destroyed by bombs. But it must be re- 
membered that she was lying helpless om, 
the surface. “No submarine or submer- \ 
sible will remain on the surface in the 
face of an air attack. A submarine can 
dive in less than a minute, and in such. 
a case the-air man. is ‘checkmated—he 
cannot hit an invisible target! - 

The’ submersible .whi¢h replaces the 
destroyer must have high speed on, thé 
surface. In this there will’ be 4 sacri- 
fice—a compromise. It cannot haye as 
great speed as the present destroyer, 
but it may be fast enough to accom- 
pany the battle fleet. It must surrender 
some speed to gain submersibility and 

escape destruction. 

The extreme vulnerability of destroyers | 
and light cruisers to air attack ‘presents 
an unfortunate and perplexing situa- 
tion, especially far the United States 
Navy. (We have 300 modern destroyers. 
They were, built for. yse against Ger- 
tan submarines, but, -unhappily, the 
Daniels administration so Gelayed their 
building that only eight of the new ones 
were. used in. the World War! - They 
cost about $600,000,000 ! 

* Previous to. the recent bombing tests, 
the writer considered these destroyers 
a powerful asset. But in the light of 
recent’ happenings their usefulness in 
modern war is.questionable. They: will 
be of little value if our enemy com< 
mands the air! Under those conditions 
destroyers cannot live! 

\ This brings us.up against a stone wall 
of truth. A surface fleet in ‘the year 
1921 must control ‘the air! . Battleships, 
cruisers, destroyers, coiliers, tankers and 
supply ships. cannot long exist upon the 
sea against an’ enemy that can cruise at 
willin the air above and subject surface 
ships to a continuous rain of bombs, tor-' 
pedoes, mines and poison gas. The un- 
armored ships will be destroyed with 
ease, leaving the dreadnought at the 
meércy of submarine attack, as well as 
helpless against air attack. 

Such is' the unhappy condition of the 
United States Navy today. Conserva- 
tism fand shortsightedness at the Navy 
Department’ and in Congress have. de- 
prived ‘our battle ‘fleet of the modern 
weapons—aircraft and submarines—that 
are most essential in naval warfare. 
We have spent $1,500,000,000 on battle- 
ships and surface vessels that are in

Control of China

' THINK to desery in the current and 
~ most courteous exchange of dis- 
patches between the press of Tokio 
and of Washington the first ‘ trial

On this side of the Pacific, however, 
Seattle, is silen$ and Washington is 
openly amazed at the alleged sugges- 
tion. ‘The most minute microphone. fails 
to detect where the pregnant words 
were spoken and the most reliable radio- 
compass does not disclese the -where- 
abouts of the speaker. Our State De- 
partment experts do not dally with the 
suggestion at all. Indeed, they brush it 
aside. As a matter of fact, they are 
busy men and. are working full days. It 
is no easy job to get a tentative appro- 
priation of $200,000 to defray the pre- 
liminary expenses of the conference past 
General Dawes, the new watch dog of 
a depleted Treasury. 

But perhaps the xoktiie Shimbun,

Replacing the’ Bureaus, 


“The combination! and transfer of @ 
bureau is not difficult when, like chart 
making, it is a simple transfer, The 
Placing of it.in. the Tight department 
is more difficult when the question is 
complex, when some of ite attributes 
indicate that it helongs to’ one depart- 
ment and other of its duties would indi- 
cate that it belonged to another. 
Takéethe fishing industry for example; 
the Department. of Agriculture, whose 
miajér purp se is to foster the produc- 
tion of footstuffs, seems to havé a 
right. to the Fisheries Bureau.

** Speaking of marketing, it is inter- 
esting to note that the Department of 
Commerce has its foreign agents, the 
Department of Agriculture its Bureau of 
Markets, and the State Department its 
Consular Bureau, all of which have as 
their distinct purpose supervision of the 
distribution and sale of American prod- 
ucts, Probably all of them should be 
placed in the Department of Commerce. 

“The reorganization may result tn the 
combination of some of the departments 
and the establishment of entirely new 
ones.. The combination of the War and 
Navy is entirely ‘probable. They might 
be combined with advantage in a depart- 
ment to be known as the Department of 
Defense, ‘with Under-Secretaries repre- 
senting the military and naval branches, 
The major purpose of both these depart- 
ments is the same. Great’ economies 
could ‘be brought about by this combin 
tion through the saving of overhead e 
pensea, the joint» purchase of xupplies, 
the use of interchangeable guns and 
munitions and the joint training.of the 
soldiers and sailors. \ 

** Aviation: is not a distinct subject, 
separable from the military or naval bu- 
reaus. Therefore it could not be a 
separate bureau of the Department of 
Defense without injuring the naval and 
military programs. The only. reasonable 
course is to permit both the army and 
fiavy bureaus to have their a indi- 
vidual aviation section. 

** It would be wise ‘i; didhintiny bn: en- 
tirely new department, to be known as 
Publi¢- Welfare, to be composed of some 
of the bureaus ‘now misplaced.. The 
creation of this new department would 
not increase the number of Government 
employes. It would be the regrouping 
of mck amg bureaus under a new head. 

The major purpose of the Public Welfare 
Department would be just-what its name 
implies, It would include the welfare 
of children, thetf education, the public 
health, together with immigration and 
naturalization and other bureaus not 
yet determined.’’ 

‘When surprise was expressed that im- 
migration might be taken from the De- 
partment of Labor, Mr. Brown said:

Child Welfare ana Edueatien. 


“ Ghnd welfare and educatién should 
be placed as bureaus in the Public Wel- 
fare Department, because the whole 
future of the country depends upon the 
child of today. Whether we will or no, 
within a few years he wiil step into our 
shoes. He will take our. place in busi- 
ness, on the bench, in thé halls of Con- 
gress, and in the Presidential chair. He 
wil, direct ‘the destiny of our country. 
Therefore, we must look scrupulously 
after the welfare and education of those 
predestined to succeed us. In fact, the 
importance ‘of this subject is so great 
that some advisers have suggested that 
education be elevated to the dignity of a. 
separate department. . It.is not because 
} think that “it {s not of sufficient im- 

portance to be so placed that I would 
make it a bureau in the Public Welfare 
| Department. In fact, its :very im- 
portance causes me so to place it. Its 
administration. must be permanent, A 
President's Cabinet changes with each 
Administration; and is usually selected 
as @ reward for political service, Our 
public educators, with a few exceptions, 
are-not politicians. Education is .too 
important to he subjected-'to the whims 
and variations of politics. Thig‘is also 
true of child welfare. These important 
bureaus should be. under the manage-. 
ment of permanent Under-Secretaries 
| selected for their wisdom and experi- 
ence. Their salaries should -be suffi- 
ciently large to procure the men or wo- 
men best fitted for the work. 


*“My position in regard to the woman 
question is that there is no longer a 
woman question. The Nineteenth Amend- 
ment settled that. They are citizens 
of the United States, and as such have 
equal rights, duties and privileges with 
meh, including the holding of office. I 
oppose making it obligatory. that any of- 
fice should be held by @ woman, and 
equally. oppose debarring her from this 
privilege because of sex.. I believe that 
there are positions that her mother in- 
stinct and past training particularly fit 
her to fill. In such cases, it will be 
wise to appoint her to fill these places, 
Thé.appointment to office, however high, 
should be directed solely with the pur- 
pose of choosing the person best fitted 
to. fill it; régardless of sex: . On this 
basis, it is highly probable that a woman 
would be-chosen to head the Child Wel- 
fare Bureau, because of her fitness for 
the position. There are certain posi- 
tions in the public health, such as the 
teaching of sex hygiene. for which a 
woman is especilaHy adapted. Educa- 
tion has largely devolved upon, woman: 
This would indicate it is her natural 
field... Therefore, she is particularly 
qualified to take a prominent part in 
its administration. In any field for 
which nature has ¢€specially endowed 
her, or in which she has developed prc- 
eminence, she should have proper recog- 
nition. She must be made to feel that 
man has received her as a political 
egual. 

‘‘The time has.come when all dis- 
crimination against, or protection of, 
women should be removed from the stat- 
ute books: Women no longer desire to 
be--considered as wards of the Govern- 
ment, or to be classed with mihors or 
imbeciles. ‘They have equal rights in 
the administration of the Government. 
The reverse of this proposition should be 
equally true. They should be equally 
responsible to the law, without special 
limitations for or against them. 


“It is probable that a Department of 
Public Works will take the place of the 
Department of the Interior, which now 
has many bureaus whose duties do not 
coincide with the major purposes of 
that. department. 

“I am particularly interested in the 
formation: of a bureau of communica- 
tion, to be attached to the Post Office 
Department, to have charge of all the 
Government wireless, leased . telephone 
and telegraph wires. At present, sev- 
eral of the departments have their own 
private systems of communication, with 
leased wires to the principal cities, which 
are very expensive, and are used only a 
short time each day. It should be pos- 
sible, by the arrangement of a time 
schedyle t6 utilizo one set of wires and 
one wireless systém to cofidiuct all of 
the Government's’ business."’

After stopping at Norfolk and, Kings- 
ton, Jamaica, the Speejacks will cut 
through the Panama Canal and start 
across the Pacific for the Marquesas 
Islands, a distance of 3,729 miles, which 
alone represents a record attempt for a 
boat*of this kind. From there the route 
lies via Tahiti, Society Islands, thence to 
Samoa, Fiji, the New Hebrides and New 
Caledonia.

HB theory of taxation\was never 
more considered or better under- 

stood than in our own time.:.The 
practice of taxation has hardly. 

ever /been worse than at.present. 

The contrast between good theory and 
bad. practice in taxation and citizenship 
clamors for consideration differing from 
that used by those who Jlevy~discrim- 
inating taxes and enact. exemptions 
from laws in a manner which is a re- 
proach to. both citizens and. legislators. 
Autocrats have no uge or need for a 
science of taxation or legislation to 
make laws or levy. taxes. in @ manner 
which shall: be just because universal. 
In ancient times there. were only traces 
of democracy in-few and small Gov- 
ernments, and the rule regarding auto-. 
cratic. taxes and laws. was that they 


j} were frankly. designed to give privilege 


and exploit thé lower: classes, for the 
benefit of the upper classes. The prac- 
tice of the Roman Empire in exploiting 
its conquered colonies and subject races 
for the benefit. of the ruling classes was. 
general, and continued right down to 
our Revolution: by even'so enlightened a 
nation as England: Our Revolution hap- 
pens roughly to mark a dividing line 
between the old and the new in eco- 


‘|nomics and politics. Democratic rule 


was born with the industrial revolution 
and the factory system, and reached 
finality in the World War. Feudalism 
succumibed to thé steam engine as truly 
as to popular revolt. We live in better 
times both economically and politically, 
but there is a drawback—popular rule 
tends to exploit the upper classes as the 
upper classes exploited the lower dur- 
ing feudalism.. Modern democratic ma- 
jorities rule‘ the minority, which is su- 
perlor in mind power and therefore in 
property possession, ruthlessly, and 
sometimes ignorantly.. They have yet to 
learn that attempts to “exploit classes 
by taxation or legislation are as mis-

The privileged and 
exempt classes numbered 190,000 in a 
population of 25,000,000.

an acre produced 75 francs, taxes con- 
sumed 60 francs. The cultivator” who 
received 25 francs paid. half to the land- 
lord and frecéitved. for himself 12%’ 
francs.. The workers, who are the bul- 
wark of democracy, went barefoot and 
slept’ on the clay floors of their home 
sties. Women were harnessed to plows, 
and the peasants were such serfs that 
they even lent their brides to the lords 
of the manor. The King had 300 cooks, 
and 2,000 horses in his stables, and 
spent 250,000,000 francseon his establish- 
ment. Cardinal de Rohan; a Prince of 
the Church, the “grand almoner’’ of 
France, said that it was impossible for 
him to live on less than a million and 
a half, and paid his clergy 500 francs 
a year. Naturally the Revolution fol- 
lowed, and the lesson is that exemption 
and privilege defeat themselves.

Bales, Tax Objections. 


* Rich -men’s taxes are not the only 
tages which are shifted to the less rich, 
and exemption.is only one way by which 
{t is ‘done, and which cannot be prevent- 
ed from being done, by any ingenuity 
of the taxpayers. The critics in Con- 
gress posing: as the poor men’s friends 
are now objecting to the sales tax as a 
burden on the poor men’s ‘consumption. 
A tax may be levied on production ever 
so clearly and cleverly, it matters not,- 
the tax will be paid by ‘the-*consumer 
of the article. The exceptions to this 
rule are about as: few and abnormal 
as the exceptions to the law of gravity. 
Always, or at least almost always, the 
consumer pays, or else he does not con- 
sume. If the taxpayer: is himself the 
ultimate consumer.: or if ie object. of 
taxation is something which is neither 
produced nor consumed, like an in- 
heritance, the taxes fall where they are 
put. But those are.-only exceptions 
which-prove the rule, and their total is 
inconsigerable in comparison with the 
great body of taxation. The strongest 
case against the shifting of taxes by the 
primary: taxpayer tothe rear taxpayer, 
as a rule, is the case. of land. taxes. 
The supply of land> and the demand for 
fand are not capable of alteration by 
the taxpayér, and therefore the-priee of 
land cannot be mad¢ to absorb the tax 
laid on it, it is contended by some. But 
e|mothing is more. sure ‘than that rents 
rise as taxes rise. No vroof of that is 
necessary’ in these times of demands on 
tenants by. landlords... And it is equally 
sure that as_.rents rise the increase is 
put upon everv. article or service into 
which rent enters as a cost of produc- 
tion.. Whoever produces goods and does 
not include rent.as one of the inevitable. 
costs. must give something away, and is 
destined not to remain long in business. 
To quote Mf. Wells.once more, because 
he’-wrote in freedom from all current 
controversies : 

“Taxes are clearly items of expense 
in, all business, the same as rent, fuel, 
cost of material, light, labor, waste, in- 
surance, Clerical service, advertising, ex- 
pressage; freight and the like, and on 
business principles they find their place 
on the pages of profit and loss; and like 
all other expenses. which enter into the 
cost of production, must finally be sus- 
tained by those.who gratify their wants 
or desires by consumption. ‘Production 
is.only 4 means, and constimption is the 
end, and the consumer must pay in the 
end all the expenses. of production. 
Every dealer in domestic or imported 
‘merchandise keeps on hand at all times 
on his shelves a stock of different and 
accumulated taxes—customs, internal 
revenue,  State,:school and municipal— 
with his ‘goods, and when we buy and 
carry away an article from any store 
or shop we buy and carry away with ‘it 
the accompanying and inherential 
taxes.’’ 

Perhaps enough has been. said Rs con- 
vince those “who have followed the dis- 
cussion that the unprecedented tax bur- 
dens explain the equally unprecedented 
‘exemptions,- But there is no such phe- 
nomenon in foreign lands. Why, then, 
does it exist here? The answer is sim- 
ple—taxation is more severe and fa- 
miliar in foreign lands than here, and 
exemptions like, those here are impos- 
sible there because it is seen that they 
would be ruinous. So will they be ruin-

Eicetrical: Delivery System Proposed. 

yrne recommendation of the New York 
end’ New Jersey Port.and Harbor Devel- 
opment. Commission; which is-now being 
considered by the Port of New York Au- 
thority, outlines a. plan for an automatic 
qlectric system of delivering freight 
throughout the metropolitan district. 
This will resemble a rgilroad in appear- 
ance but function as a ‘conveycr,’ using 
electric. circuits’ instead of visible 
mechanism to hold ¢ars. and ‘trains in 
fixed relative positions instead of. being 
manned by human agency. 

‘The essential elements of the sys- 
tem,” says the recommendation of the 
commission, “ are:.a belt line railroad 
in New. Jersey. redching all of the New 
Jersey roads that give pier station ser- 
vice; a joint. yard and: transfer’ sta- 
tion phy “the ‘belt line; two parallel. but { 
independent tracks of standard gauge, 
‘running in a Joop, mainly ‘in’ separate 
tunnels, from the yard to Manhattan 
and back td the yard; a series of mul- 
tiple-story terminals over the loop in 
Manhattan, with. yard: elevators ‘from 
the surface to underground © siding 
tracks; a separate-tonnection and trans- 
fer station in Manhattan with the New 
York Central Railfoad;-a fleet of spe- 
cial electrically operated~cars, and a 
fleet of smal! four-wheel trailer trucks. 
Inbound freight ‘will be. transferred at 
the joint transfer station to trailer 
trucks, which will be borne by the elec- 
trically operated yards, mainly-in eight- 
car trains; to the Manhattan stations. 
The trains will be dispatched as nearly 
as possible at uniform intervals afd run 
at uniform rates. of speed ‘not exceed- 
ing fourteen miles per hour, making. it 
safe to ‘move thé-trains at short inter- 
vals. At the stations the cars will be 
raised to the surface one at a time and 
their loads exchanged for trailers bear- 
ing eastbound freight, after which they 
will be dispatched in’ eight-car trains 
fo the transfer station and unloaded 
into standard fréight cars.

PLATTSBURGS FOR NURSES. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The whole world at present feéls the 
heed for nurses, and the Big League of 
Red Cross Societies, with headquarters 
at Geneva, is trying to meet this need 
under, the “-Plattsburgs for Nurseés”’ 
movement. Representatives of eighteen 
different * nations: are being trained at 
King’s Hospital for Women in London 
alone. They will return to their own 
countries ‘where they Will spread their 
knowledge. In the wake of war the 
children of*Europe are dying, especially 
from: tuberculosis, Polend is :the centre 
of cétitagion. On an average every sec- 
ond child of the working classes dies, 
and only 6 pe? cent. ‘of the adolescent 
are free from tuberculosis. 

In the solution of the ‘need for: nurses 
in New York we can gain some prac- 
tical information from the results of the 
work inaugurated in Chicago by. Dr. 
John Dill Robertson, Health Commis- 
sioner, and the methods he employed 
to supply the. necessary proportion of 
nurses. to population, at least 1 to\ 500, 
or more than 10,000 for Greater New 
York. AR. N. (registered nurse) ‘has 
been obliged to add three years of hard 
hospital. work to a high school. educa- 
tion and is therefore entitled to a fee 
beyond the power of the ordinary to 
pay. Dr. ‘Robertson called for ‘volun- 
teers to take a course in nursing. that 
would fit them to care for the simpler 
cases in the home. This course consists 
of lectures and demonstrations two 
hours a day, three days a week, for 
eight. .weeks—forty-eight hours of inten- 
sive instruction in care of the sick, sick- 
room and bed; how to take and record 
temperature, pulse and _ respiration; 
enemas, baths,: packs, croup tents, ice 
caps, &c., were learned, and a working 
knowledge of bacteriology, anatomy, 
physiology and. sanitation in the home 
was gained. This gives a rough idea 
of what was accomplished that enabled 
877 ofthese women to care for 1,836 pa- 
tiepits and visit 9,608-other cases during 
one month of flu epidemic. . Chicago 
had the lowest death rate of any large 
city for, that trying period. : 

However; many of. these women he~ 
sired more experience, to be only gained 
by practical hospital work. e Home 
Nurses’ Hospital was organized by. the 
Commissioner. _Here a short ‘course of 
three months was given! Wach cahdi- 
date ‘paid $50, and this, with donations, 
supported the institution. Not only. were 
they instructed in minor surgery but in 
laparotomies for various ¢onditions, 
operations for hernia and goitre. Also 
inthe care of acute atid chronic diseases. 
To the usual cry that surgery cannot 
be taught to short course students, the 
Commissioner replied: ‘! Surgical nurs- 
ing {s ‘not essentially different from 
regular nursing. It is simply a matter 
of absolute obedience and of ‘cleanii- 
ness.’” He finally added‘ “The proof 
that they can be taught is that they 
have ‘been taught.’’

There are usual’ two sides to every 
question, and two obseryers of the same 
event very frequantly, differ widely in 
their reports. I have read with great 
interest the article on “ Mustapha Kemal 
and. the Greek War’ in Current His- 
tory for August by Clair Price,/as also 
his earlier article on the, Turkish. ques- 
tion in the SuNDAr New York Times of 
several. weeks ago. Mr. Price speaks

newspaper correspondent who has lived 


.in the Near Bast,’’ and it is, therefore, 


Guite possible that many. readers_.will 
consider_his deductions t6 be.the general 
belief of all who are acquainted with 
that region. It séems proper, therefore, 
to indicate a few points in which I must 
differ, speaking also’ as an American 
;who has. lived in the Near East, among 
its’ people... And. by the term. “‘ Near 
East’? I\refer not only to Constanti- 
nople, that city of. pretense and false 
impressions, but also to the interior, the 
heart of Armenia. «* ~\ 

Most observers. will heartily agree with 
Mr. Price in his estimate of the great 
danger to the peace of Europe in the 
present conflagration in Turkey. Few 
international problems of today are .as 
délicate as the Near Bastern question, 
complicated as it/is by the age-old re- 
ligious conflict between Christianity and 
Islam. Mr; Price, however, has some- 
what overestimated certain. superficial 
similarities. between these two religions. 
He states that ‘‘ Just. as Christianity 
may be looked. upon as Judaism plus the 
Messiahship of Jesus; so Mohammedan- 
ism may be looked upon as Christianity 
plus the sword of Mohammed.’’, The 
first of these statements will arouse the 
protest of careful theologians, profes- 
siohal or amate ir; the second.is contra- 
dictory in itself. .The sword is\a direct 
reversal: of the essence of: Christianity. 
The true Christian is tolerant of unbe- 


levers .evén though he may consider 


m unenlightened; to the Moslem, the 
unbeliéver is a giaour, dog of an infidel, 
to’ be disposed of if not amenable to per- 
suasion. This does not, however, con- 
stitute a hopeless situation. One or two 
generations of training in respect for the 
personal, political and religious rights of 
others will enable Moslem and Oriental 
Christians to live in adjoining territories 
in peace. But until then restraints are 
essential.

republics: established there was Chiefly 
for the purpose of seizing the great oil 
fields. at Baku, with which to-replenish 
Germany's failing supply of fuel. It: is 
interesting. to note ;in passing that her 
armies were deféated im one such at- 
tempt by a_wretchedly-equipped Ar- 
Mmenian f6rce in May, 1918. 

To quote further, ‘‘ The Angora Gov- 
ernment continued to hold the old Tur- 
co-Russian frontier with a strong gar- 


rison and still holds it.’’ 
be a witness of the manner in. which 
this frontier was ‘‘held,’’ being .sta- 
tioned at the timé .about four: milés 
from it inthe Armenian town’ of Igdir. 
Thousands. of Armenian refugees were 
gathered’ near this border, prevented by 
the ‘Turks, as Mr. Price ‘indicates, from 
returning to their.

Between 
these two movements and at the same 
time, the Kurds more. successfully raid- 
ed the Igdir district, aided by’ Turkish 
bandit villages in our rear, where more 
Turkish © officers’ suddenly , appeared. 
The Kurds were also later driven back, 
but’ not untfl they had carried off al- 
most all of the harvest upon which the 
native and refugee.,population depend-’ 
ed.. What “they were -unable .to carry 
away they. burned. It is difficult to be- 
lieve that. these three simultaneous at- 
tacks were not synchronized’ by Turkish 
generalship. 

_ Today the Turk holds the old Turco- 
Russiah -frontier—and* also the city of 
Kars (formerly Russian) and all the 
surrounding territory. -Batum he also 
seized until driven out by Red forces in 
March, 1921.

the question of the Greek war, it is true, 


except in so far as they may indicate i

The testi- | 
mony. of those who have witnessed ‘the 
massacres of the last eighteen months 
corroborates this. In his earlier article 
Mr. Pricé denounces the policy of hating 
the Turk, which he ascribes to the Euro- 
pean powers, and this same idea seems 
to inspire his present analysis of the 
Greek war. It is difficult to interpret 
the actions, of the powers before 1914 as 
“hating the Turk,’’ since these nations 
aloné have propped up the decaying 
Ottoman Empire for years. " 
Recognizing the weakness of Turkey 
does not connote hating the Turk. It is 
far from my, desire to see the Turk 
crushed or exterminated, or his-country 
partitioned, with the exception of two 
or three sections which ethnographically 
and-historically seem logically to belong 
to racés ‘hitherto in subjection. It is 
necessary, also, [to distinguish between 
the simple; fgnorant and easily misled 
peasants: who, Constitute the bulk of the 
empire and the official class who are 
the Turks known to Europe. It is these 
latter who have demonstrated their un- 
fitness to govern. others, and they must 
be taught with an‘iron hand. The settle- 
ment of the Near East must be biised on 
the Turk—yes, but not on the Turkish 
official as he is—on a Turkey restrained 
and enlightened and brought to the point 
of becoming: @ real :asset to’ civilization.

‘Item. by item, “the United States Rail- 
way Labor Board is going through the 
long list of clauses which constitute the 
** National Agreement,” adopted during 
the wartime. control of the railroa 
and is reshaping them to fit current 
needs, Within a_month or so, possibly 
less, the board will have completed its 
task, and the result will be an entirely 
new set of working rules and regula- 
tions for the railroad men of the United 
States. The task, of course, is a tre- 
mendous one. It involves the taking of 
evidence from both the roads and their 
employes, the, consideration of the 
clauses from every angle, and, finally, 
the decision. 4 

The two high lights of the current de- 
cision -are the granting of punitive over- 
time to shop crafts employes and the 
eliminatign of time and a half for, Sun- 
day work.“The next controversial point 
to which the board will. turn its atten- 
tion will be’ thé question of piecework. 
A consideration of. this is expected as 
soon as the board reconvenes after its 
present two weeks’ recess. 

.In.its decision to eliminate overtime 
on Sunday, the board said: ‘‘It is not 
just to penalize the carrier for that 
which it cannot escape.’’ It was stated 
that.other/classes of workers do not get 
punitive overtime. for Sunday, and it 
was but fair that the shop crafts like- 
wise be treated “impartially. Another 
‘paragraphs of the decision which offi- 
cials here consider rather significant is 
one which virtually vindicates the car- 


riers in ‘their long fight against the na- 
tional agreements. In discussing this 


the board said: 

‘*The Labor Board does. not deem it 
necessary to enter further into a de- 
tailed discussion of said rules.

Rule 14 prevents employes regutarly 
assigned to road work collecting more 
than straight time for any time spent 
in traveling or waiting. 

Rule 15 prevents employes regularly 
assigned to road work and paid on the 
monthly basis from collecting punitive 
overtime on Sundays and holidays and 
thereby reduces the annual compensa- 
tion to the basis of 2,920 hours, instead 
of the basis of 3,1 hours. t also 
permits regularly assigned road men to 

wenghe shop work at their home sta- 

ons, which was prohibited under the 
national agreement.

was ignored, and anxiety on the part of 
trade interests over the ‘situation gave 
no indication of. abating. ‘The advance 
: prices has had a. deCided influence on 

olders of actual cotton, leaving little 
pressure on Southern markets, Specu- 
lative interest is on the increase, and 
‘yolume. of -business ‘continued the larg- 
est in years. Every reaction. brought 
renewed support, and afteM™an advance 
of 27 to 30 points the market closed at 
the -top. 

Early trading came “under the influ- 
erice of reports of rain in several. parts 
of Texas. Handlers. of: spot cotton in 
that section became. more ‘liberal’ sell- 
ers, offering’ enough actual cotton tu 
bring selling pressure on Both New York 
and ‘New Orleans Exchanges. This 
caused an initial break of 10 to 15 points. 
Profit-taking sales added to the early 
weight, and for the first few moments 
the tone. proved~- decidedly + uncertain. 
Some room traders began working for a 
further reaction, after a sensational ad- 
vance of nearly 3 cents in a week, and 
for a time pri¢es were irregular. But 
trade and foreign buying soon started 
an advance. From most sections of the 
South advices indicated extreme unwill- 
ingness on the part of holders to sell 
cotton, ' Conditions surrounding the 


growing crop had become such that’ 


idéas of valués haye undergoné a radical 
change in ten days. On the demand side 
mills are showing nervousness over the 
pronounced change of sentiment among 
owners of cotton. Trade interests are at- 
tempting to purchase supplHes wherever 
obtainable. Mills that refused offers two 
weeks ago have come into the market 


as buyers. This buying accounted for 


the support appearing on each sétback 
in prices. 

With contracts disappearing steadily 
during the first half hour, a certain 
strengthening 1 New Orleans started 
a rapid advance of 40 points. Buying 
of October became aggressive, rushing 
the entire list back to’ top figures of 
Friday. It became difficult to obtain 
contracts needed to fill orders coming 
from .commission house and _ trade 
cources.

By throwing a8 
enormous quantity of contracts mm, the 
market, prices were broken from .a 13- 
cent basis to below 11% cents. -Anticipat- 
ing depressing effects of a new crop 
coming on top of: the huge carry-over 
from previous seasons, these, contracts 
remained outstanding throughout: July. 
After the surprising Aug. 1. report, from 
Washington, the Western contingent. is 
believed to have covered running prices 
to 13%4 cents. But Wall Street interests 
remained. “With steadily reduced: pros- 
pects the last two ‘weeks, prices ad- 
vanced and the effort to extricate them- 
selves ‘from an unfortunate situation 
called for purchases ona scale not 
before witnessed in some years. Execu- 
tion of these orders produced violent ad- 
vances, the last cotton being bought in 
over 15 eents on ursday. 

The annual reportNof the Financial 
Chronicle bets issued places the carry- 
over of American lint gotten at 9,605,000 
bales, and linters at 787,000 bales, mak- 
ing a total e 10,392,000 bales.’ This com- 
pares with 7,062,000 bales the previous 
year and 7,037,000 bales in +1 Con- 
sumption for the last season is given as 
approximately 10,400,000 bales against 
12,500,000 - bales the previous season.

The unparatieicd wear of home build- 
ing' now being experienced in the Bronx 
is’ caused by the i “ own-your-own- 
| home " propaganda and the profiteering 
landlord. ‘This opinion ‘was given. by 
Albert 1, Davis, an-.architect and. for- 


ee mer President of the Bronx Board of 


Trade and Chamber of Commerce, when 
‘he said recently ; 

*“* Never .within my: recollection’ has 
there been anything to compare witn 
the number of homes now in course of 
erection ox béing planned for the, Bronx. 
And when I.say homes I mean real 
homes, and not multi-family.‘ packing 
boxes ’—homes occupied by b one oar 
at most two families.each ; homes of the 
find the’ poet immortalized as ‘be it 
ever so humble, there’s no place like 
home.” It seems as though every one 
who has been’ able to save up ‘a few 
thousand dollars—and their flames are 
legion—has bought a lot or two and is 
building or planning to build a home. 
»** Many are literally building their own 
homes, using material im many instances’ 
from demolished army and navy camps. 
On the high ground at Eastchester, near 
Gun. Hill Road,. scores of homes have 
‘yprung up like magic within the last 
few months, even where the streets have; 
not been laid out, nor séwers nor water 
supply installed,. some in thewoods. 
Here you may see a father and sons 
digging their own cellars, building their 
own' stone or concrete foundations and 
doing their own carpenter work. 

‘It is a fine thing, a truly inspiring 
sight, to see so many people’of moderate 
means attaining their ambition of home- 
ownership. It augurs well for the future 
of the. borough, as a community . of 
thrifty, self-reliant, independent, self- 
respecting citizens. — 

, \' Several factors have helped to make 
this possible in the. Bronx—excessive 
rents, “qual to the carrying charges of 
home ownership, exemption of‘ homes 
from taxation provided construction be 
commenced before’ April 1, 1922, and-to 
the extent of $5,000 per family, and the 
wonderful work of Joseph P. Day in 
bringing about the sub-division of large 
estates, enabling people of moderate 
means to acquire lots. at a few hundred 
dollars_apiece and then forming neigh- 
borhood “associations to encourage them 
to” Build. 

“The financial aid accorded.by such 
institutions as the Franklin Society, the 
| Funay Company and ydrious building 
and loan sociéties has helped; and last, 
but not least, the aid in his official ca~-

The crisis in the housing situation in 
New York will probably be- reached 6n 
Sept. 30, when a large number of leases 
on\apartments and private dwellings will 
expire. Many legal contests for the 
possession of properties are looked for 
as hundreds of apartments and dwell- 
ings,-now occupied by tenants: who have 
refused to meet demands for’ increased 
rent, have Ikeen leased over their heads. 

Landlords and real estate agents deny 
any general movement to increase rents 
this Fall, but admit that many have 
been more than doubled in some in; 
stances. 

They explain this by stating that the, 


the leases have been running for three 
or four years atthe old rate, and they 
are being increased to meet present-day 
conditions. , m 

Many tenants occupying. -apartments 
under ‘these conditions intend to hold 
on to them, carrying the:case to court 
if necessary. 

Another interesting factor in the situ- 
ation is that agents and landlords who 


over the present tenants’ heads because 
they would not meet demands for in- 
creased rent, are not. sure of their 
ground and do. not know whether they. 
will be able to kéep the contract they 
have made with the new tenant and de- 
liver the premises involved on Oct. 1. 


Landlords Not Guaranteeing Delivery 
of Premises. 


To protect themselves they have been 
very careful to have inserted in every 
néw lease a clause in which they do 
not guarantee the delivery of the prem- 
ises involved on Oct. 1, despite the fact 
that the lease calls for possession and 
is dated: from Oct. 1. 

Thousands of notices to vacate have 
already been served by landlords on 
tenants whose leases expire on Sept..30, 
and.it is expected that thousands more 
will be applied for within the next couple 
of. weeks. ~ 

The courts are already months behind 
on landlord and tenant cases and the 
expected influx of legal tangles will 
more than double. the size of the ex- 
isting calendars. 

Another condition ,that: will complicate 
matters next month is the fact . that 
many people gave. up their apartments 
on May. } and went to the country: for 
the Summer,’ expecting to find new liv- 
ing. quarters at more reasonable prices 
when they returned! to. the city ‘this, Fall. 

There has-been some construction work 
during the year, but the. majority of 
apartments erected are aH in the $2,000 
and $3,000 class. Those at $20 to $30 per 
room have,. with few exceptions, been 
lease& from the plans, so that many are 
doomed to disappointment and will be 
forced into the suburbs. 
CommitteePrepares to Meet 

Crisis. 

To méet next month's crisis elaborate 
preparations are being made by the 
Mayor’s Committee’ on Rent Profiteer- 
ing. 

“The crisis in the housing situation, 
especially in Manhattan, will undoubted- 
ly be- reached next month,” said Junius 
Pendelton Wilson, chief counsel to the 
Mayor’s Committee on Rent Profiteer- 
ing yesterday. ‘‘ We have made every 
possible preparation to meet the demand 
that tenants will make upon the commit- 
tee for help and advice, 

‘“‘ For those tenants whose leases ex- 
pire on Sept. 30 and-who have been de- 
manded-to pay..an increased rental, for- 
mal letters have been prepared by the 
committee to. be sent to the landlord, 
which lays the foundation for negotia- 
tions and which clearly brings the mat- 
ter, in a reasonable time, to a de- 
“termination on either side, coptes D + 
which letters are furnished when corm- 
plaint is made to the committee. 

** Also: formal answers have been pre- 
pared in cases where the landlord has 
sued for an incréase in rent,.which are 
given to the tenants to file in court if 
the matter cannot be adjusted by the 
committee and which fully protect their 
rights. 

**In other words, at the present time 
no landlord may recover possession of 
real property in‘a city of a population 
of 1,000,000 or. more, or in a city in a 
county adjoining such city, occupied for 
dwelling purposes, except in one of the 
four exceptions, which are fairly well 
known, but for the benefit of those who 
may not know are again restated to 
be. as follows: 5 

‘* First—That the person holding over 
is objectionable, - 

** Second—Where the owner of record, 
being a natural person, seeks in good 
faith to recover possession of the-~prop- 
erty, or-a room or rooms therein, for 
the immediate and personal occupancy 
by self and family as a dwelling. 

‘* Third—For the purpose of demolish- 
ing the same with the intention of con-.- 
structing a new building, plans for which 
new building have been duly giled and 
approved by the proper authority. 

‘*Fourth—Or under a co-operative, own- 
ership plan, where the entire stock shall 
be held by the stockholders in proportion 
to the number of rooms occupied or to 
be occupied. by them.in said building and 
all apartments or flats therein have been.

‘““"The courts have almost universally: 
heli that where the tenant is an old 
one, and under’ the facts ‘stated 
above, they will give small, credence to 
landlords’ who attempt to evade and to 
take advantage of this section, which 
was meant as a shield to~-them and not 
as @ sword, as one Judge remarked in 
court some days ago: ‘ Tenant. has re- 
sided many years upon these premises; 
you have been friends and no. difficulty 
has existed before, until this increase 
was demanded, and now suddenly the 
man becomes objectionable. It is scarce- 
ly believable, and from the evidence is 
not proved.’ 

‘This is a sample of the disposition of 
these cases. 


Interesting Cases Cited. 


“The second objection has caused 
much litigation. Sometimes it is found 
that the landlord does not geek in good 
faith to recover the premises for his own 
use, but desires to relet at an increased 
‘rental which could not be obtained from 
the old tenant. Then again there are 

jany cases where the landlord desires 
to bring in other families’ which he en- 
deavors to make his own. 


‘These cases have been denied by the 
courts, as' had been said. This doeg not 
,aptly to the landlord’s sisters, cousins 
and aunts, ,but is confined to his own 
immediate family—those persons who 
are dependent upon him for maintenance 
and support. 

‘A number, of these cases where the 
landlord seeks to gain possession have 
turnea out to be used for business pur- 
poses. When such is the case the court 
invariably denies the application because 
the law explicitly states. that he must 
use it for a dwelling.

‘‘It is: hard to understand how any 
Laouse can be run upon the. co-opefative 
plan. unless .all of the, tenants own 
apartments.

‘‘ Many complaints are being daily re- 
ceived about rooming houses<and hotels. 
The law does ‘not apply to rooms in, a 
hotel containing 125 rooms or more, or 
to a rooming house occupied under the 
hiring of a week or less; neither does the 
law apply to new’ buildings in~course 
of construction on Sept. 27, 1920, or con- 
structed thereafter, and in order that 
buildings. or dwellings may be further 
advanced, freedom from taxation for a 
long period of years has been granted 
by this city and has stimulated more 
than any one thing the building of 
dwellings. 

‘‘ What constitutes a, dwelling house or 
rooming house has been also the subject 
ef much litigation. _Where the tenant 
hired a house and sublet it for a 
rooming house it has been held that he 
Mis not using the premises as_a dwelling 
and is not occupying it for dwelling 
purposes, and therefore is not entitled 
to the protection of the emergency hous- 
ing laws. 

‘‘In other words, the court held that 
he was not entitled to the protectien of 
the housing laws because he was en- 
gaged in a business venture in the prem- 
ises to make money. 

‘‘'The theory of this case was that the 
tenant was not subjected to oppression 
by fear of being deprived, of a home; or 
the contrary, the tenant was housing 
elsewhere and was engaged in a busi- 
ness venture in. the: premises to make 
money, and this case did not adjudicate 
as ‘to the ssub-tenants or roomers, but 
the proceeding was directéd selely 
against the tenant, on the ground that 
he was running a_ blisiness. 

‘“ Where the tenant resides upon the 
premises and maintains, a-hotise of this 
character and has sevéral rooms therein 
and bong fide lives: therein, the com- 
mittee has been advising. that this is @ 
dwelling within the }eason and spirit 
of the housing laws.

Hotels and the Housing Laws. 


“‘ In reference to hotels: Where persons 
who have lived for many years at hotels 
and have .had leases, a number of hotels 
have been endeavoring to inerease the 
rental to such an exorbitant amount 
that the tenants were unable to meet 
the demands. The hotels e6ntended that 
the housing laws did not apply to them. 
Really, some of the alleged hotels were 
not, as a matter of fact, hotels, but were 
rather apartment houses—apartment ner 
tels, if you will. 

eS Apdrtment houses, as. we have ad- 
vised, are generally- understood as those 
houses which contain. apartments -to 
which is attached a kitchen,. wherein

The Mayor’ ¢ Committee on Rent Profiteering Makes Preparations to Meet the Demand 
for Help and Advice—Rights of Landlord and Tenants Under Existing Laws 
Explained—Agents Deny Stories of Big Increases in Rent as Exaggeration ~

** It was held that such rooms should

hence the building containing 140 rooms, 
only 15 of: which were furnished by the 
proprietor. for transients, was not a 
hotel within the meaning of the statute, 
that is to say, certainly so far as the 
tenants of the furnished rooms and 
suites were concerned. 
~ Attempts to Evade Law. 

‘A good many abartment houses have 
been endeavoring to exempt themselves 
from the housing laws by calling them- 
selves hotels, by putting,in a dining 
room, catering to transients, having a 
clerk at the desk with register and va- 
rious other details, but ‘the real test is, 
does the hotel cater to transients and 
has the said hotel 125 rooms to accom- 
modate guests ;-if such be the case, they 
do fiot come under the housing legisla- 
tion. In other words, the housing laws 
limit the mieanin of the word hotel to 
genuine hotels for transient guests and 
inasmuch as_125 rooms in the case in 
\muéstion were not occupied for hotel pur- 
poses, it was held it did not come within 
Ahe purview of the statute. 

‘*In reference: -to co-operative plans, 
some of the stockholders of the alleged 
co-operative plan have been endeavoring 
to own more than one apartfnent; in 
such a case we have been advising that 
such could not be done, and recently it is 
with satisfaction we note that it has 
been decided that the building owned by 
the corporation under’ the co-operative 
ownership plan, that. summary proceed- 
ings to recover possession of the prem- 
ises cannot be maintained, .tinless each 
apartment has been in good faith leased 
by a stockholder for his own occupancy; 
and the fact that the prdteeding is 
brought by thé tenant owner, and not 
by the corporation owning the building 
are-clearly evidence-of bad) faith. 

45,000 Cases-Hearda. 

‘* On thé whole, the situation is not so 
gloomy as the foregoing might indicate. 
It. has always been and still is the. sole 
Pp ose ‘of this committee to bring~”the 
landlord | and™<tenant closer together.

Comparing forty-one of ‘tone eities for 
which the records are complete for the 
year shows.an 11.1 per cent. gain for July 
over June, and also that. the valuation 
for July is 22 per cent. of the total valu- 
ation for the first six months of the 
year. 

+ The fourteen cities which form the 
basis for long time comparisons by vir- 
tue of their complete records foot fale 
back to 1913, show a 22.4 per cent. 

for July over June. This larger: gain 
when a smaller number of cities. is con- 
sidered ‘is readily accounted for by the 
spurt. which the five boroughs of New 
York City made over June. The :figres 
for. June for New. York are $38,457,046, 
and for July .are ‘$52,799,752. Chicago 
shows a gain from $7,484,200 to $14,004,- 
650, and Detroit from $4,348,816. to 
$8,143,358— Large gains in the very im- 
portant cities obviously swell. the total 
more when only fourteen cities“are con- 
sidered than when forty-one are. 

The lesser cities do not make such a 
favorable ‘showing for July/ Comparing 
181 cities for the sixth and. séventh 
months shows ninety-sever which have 
sufferéd decrease from June activity. as 
agaipst eighty-four increases. 

The net result of analysis of »July 
statistics is encouraging. As has .been 
shown, there is gain over last. year and 
gain over preceding months of this year. 
This gain cannot be said to be of the 
sporadic variety; because it is patent 
that basi¢ conditions in the construction 
industry. afe growing better. 

Not all has. been accomplished in the 
line of: stabilizing wage ‘scales and not 
all has been accomplished in ironing the 
rough edges off the material market. 
But what has’ been accomplished cannot 
be overlooked. Consider the labor situa- 
tion. noW as compared to one year ago, 
Efficiency has increased 25 per cent., ac- 
cording to some experienced and un- 
biased authorities. Men are. plentiful. 

Wage scales have tobogganed or are: 
jin process. A fair wage seale will ‘do 

much to stimulate’ building. Too high 
wages stifle industry; too low wages 
stifle buying powér. A .fair etonomic 
wage is greatly to be desired. Material 
prices “have been reduced. to the point 
where activity in large volume is rea~ 
sonably likely ‘to, produce a reaction. 
upward, 

There is’ growing tendency to. believe 
that the worst of the business depression 
is over and that industry in general is 
“‘on the mend.” This befhg true the 
‘building industry, being basic, is bound 
to finish the year) with a réasonable 
volume of activity.
